Due  to  the  many  inquiries  I have  recently  received  ask* 
ing  how  late  in  the  season  Peonies  can  successfully  be 
planted,  and  owing  to  the  fact  that  I am  also  receiving 
orders  for  varieties  on  which  I am  ^^Sold  Out,”  and  for 
which  I have  to  return  the  remittance,  I am  issuing  the 
last  price  list  for  this  season,  to  give  my  experience  with 
late  planting,  and  to  show  v hat  varieties  I can  still  furnish 
from  my  garden. 

In  order  to  take  care  of  my  customers  successfully  I 
always  give  their  orders  preference,  and  so  during  the 
months  of  September  and  October  I have  very  little  time 
in  which  to  do  my  own  planting,  and  for  this  reason  most 
of  the  planting  in  my  own  garden  for  the  past  two  years 
has  been  done  in  November,  and  on  many  varieties  planted 
at  this  time  I have  found  bloom  the  following  spring.  My 
importations  of  new  varieties  from  France  are  often  delayed 
and  do  not  arrive  until  December  or  January,  and  I always 
take  advantage  of  any  thawing  period  to  plant  these  im- 
ported roots,  and  I have  had  good  results  with  roots  planted 
as  late  as  IMarch  and  April . I am  today  placing  my  second  order 
with  A.  Dessert,  Clienonceaux,  France,  for  varieties  on  which  I 
had  a heavy  demand  this  season.  During  the  war  some  shipments 
did  not  arrive  until  May,  but  the  roots  planted  then  did  not 
give  satisfactory  growth.  In  order  to  get  my  own  planting 
done  it  will  be  necessary  for  me  to  take  advantage  of  all 
the  open  weather  during  the  winter,  and  it  is  probable  that 
I will  do  some  planting  every  month,  including  March.  Hoav- 
CA^er,  it  is  much  more  pleasant  to  plant  during  the  fall 


months,  and  I do- not  advise  anyone  to  put  off  planting  a bit 
longer  than  necessary,  although  roots  planted  in  November 
and  December  will  have  the  advantage  of  a year’s  growth 
over  roots  planted  next  September.
